Jada York presented on the Mini-Grant application,
identifying poor weather conditions, a lack of public
transportation (in rural areas), increased probation
violations (due to missed meetings) that are barriers for
persons participating in recovery-related services in the
McCall area.

Jada York stated the Roc uses a transportation release
form.
